Washinoton, May IS.— The president 
sent to tbe senate a commumoation of 
the secretary of the interior, with ac- 
eompanving papers, conceming the con- 
dition of the northern Cheyenne Indians 
at Pine Ridge agency, 8. Dak. Inspector 
Armstrong write.s to the commissioner 
of Indiiin affairs thot these Indians and 
those at th« Tongue River agency, 
Mont., should l)e concentrated at one 
agency, and states that they are dis- 
eatistieil and refuse to remain at the 
Pine Ridge agency. They are dissatis- 
fied chiefly W-ause of the abuKe they 
meet with at the hamls of the Sioux. 
Aa the Tougue River reservation is not 
sufficient for Ixrth tril>es, he recom- 
mends that a commission be apiioiuted 
to select a joint reservation for the 
united tribes and to conduct the nego- 
tiations with them for their removal. 
The president approves the recom- 
mendati<in of the secretary of the in- 
terior, for the establishment of a com- 
utisbiou to remove these Indians to the 
Crow or •ome other reMnratioii. 

A If eoeMory Law. 

Wabhinoton, May 15.— The commit- 
tee on the judiciary reported to the sen- 
ate a •ahetftut* for tlM bill ■ubJeoting 
imported liquors to tl^ lawi of the sev- 
eral state* aa follows: 

"Be it enacted, etc., that no state shall 
be held to be limited or restrained in its 
power to prohibit, regulate, control or 
tax tiie Mile, keeping for sale, or the 
transportation as an article of commerce 
or otherwise to be delivered within its 
own limits, of any fermented, distilled 
or other intoxicating li(]uids or liquors, 
or liquors by reason of the fact that the 
same have been imported into such state 
from beyond its limitations, whether 
there sliall or shall not have been pa.d 
thereon, any tax, duty, import or excise 
to the United States.* 

Mr. Hoar explained to the senate that 
the law wtis rendered necessary by a re- 
cent decision of the rajireiDe coort.

The buildings now in course of con- 
struction there will be the finest in the 
country, and the ofBcen' quarten will 
be elegant. 

The situation was eitplained by Capt. 
Penny, one of tlie semur officers sta- 
tioned at the fort. 

"Tlie government is erecting a lot of 
residences for the officers," he said, "on 
a scale of grandeur far beyond what we 
have been accustomed to, and in the 
nature of things far beyond the require- 
ments of the service. It will take a whole 
vear's pay to furnish one of the new 
housea ao that it will nut look bare. Then 
suppose an officer is willing to pay a 
year's salary that way. 

"J ust as likely as not he \vill be ordered 
to Mexico or Wyoming territory at 
twenty-four hours' notice, and as the 
government only allow* a captain 1,0()0 
pounds of baggage he must either leave 
all his fhie things behind him or sell 
them for wliat^ver he can get.

The Majror and CItjr Blanhal Have Thing* 
Their Own Way VmUl tho trnlted States 

Authorit l<'M sti>p In and Intfrffra by 
ArrentluK tlie Latter, and the Former 



Ckdar Keys. Fla., May 15. -Four 
dpput\ ITiiiteil States marshals arrived 
hen,' late la-t night for the purpo.se of 
arresting M;iyor Cotfrell aiid his mar- 
shul, Mitchel, on the charge of af<-ault- 
ing Custom Collector I'inkerton, and in- 
terfering with him in the pros uti on of 
government business. The action of the 
anthorifiea is the result of a long series 
of outrages j)er])etrato<l by ("ottrell, in 
most of which he lias been aided and 
abettinl by Marshal Mitchell. A genuine 
reign of terror has existwl here, the full 
details of which will probably never be 
known until Cottrell is safe behind the 
bars, for the people do not dare to speak 
against liim so long as he is at liVierty. 
Tlie Unitefl States officers succeeded in 
arresting Mitchell, but Cottrell was ap- 
pi ised of their coming, aud is now m 
liiding. They are on ms trail, however, 
and hi )pe to arrest him soon. 

Cottrell, besides the office of mayor, 
has been inspector of customs. He had 
charges jiieferred against him at the 
treasury department in Washington and 
was forced to resign his ix>sition. This 
was after the a;>i)ointment of Collector 
Pinker! oil by I'renident Harrison. A 
week ago (, >>;:i ll mot Pinkerton and 
asked him to ojh-h the custom house to 
get some thin-s he had leftthen». Pink- 
erton refused, as it was after office 
hour*. Cottrell then threatened Pink- 
erton'* life, and Cottrell gave notice that 
if he ai)peared on the streets of Cedar 
Keys lie would l»e shot by Cottrell. 
Piiikerton did not leave the house for a 
day or two, and Cottrell tried to per- 
stiade a negro to go in and pull him out. 
The negro refused and was beaten by 
Cottrell. Pinkerton was kept from go- 
ing to the office bv the fact that Cottrell 
was gimning for him on the streets, and 
the business of the United States gov- 
ernment was tbiu aeriously interfered 
with. 

For about b year Cottrell has been a 
terror to the citusens here. He has com- 
pelled a negro to beat a telegraph opera- 
tor; he has threatened to tm-asu women 
whose husbands had incurred his dis- 
pleasure; he has kept men locked up in 
jail for days at at a time for no cause 
whatever: has paraded the street* with 
a loaded shotgun threat^ng to kill any- 
bodv who can:* in bis way; has shot at 
the lighthouse keeper in the street; has 
cut another man wlUi a jaokknife, and 
has actually forced a re-election as 
mayor because it was worth a man's 
life to vote against bim. Those who 
know Cottrell say he will never be taken 
alive, and it i* rumored that be will 
come to town and attempt tbe rescue of 
Marabal MitcheU.

His speech will make 
an excellent campaign document for the 
Democrats. But he is not alone in the 
views he expressed.
